speech at Tokyo the development of| 
the doctrine that Japan's Far| 
Eastern policy should be pursued| 
in co-operation with other Power 
interested in affairs here. Mr. 
Shigeru Nawayoc’ is returning. to| 
his post at Nanking with clear in- 
structions to make an carly report 
to Tokyo on the state of Sino- 
Japanese relations. The rlose ac-| 
eord between Dr, Wang Chung-hul’s 
appreciation of ‘the problem with| 
iis. friendly note of cordiality in 
firmly upholding his predecessor’s| 
insistence on the maintenance of| 
China's territorial integrity and Mr, 
Sato’s significant desire to bring| 
Sino-Japanese diplomacy “back to] 
normal channels" augurs well for| 
success in overcoming the present! 
deadlock, or suspension of discus~ 
sions, to’ put the state of contact 
of Nanking with Tokyo in accurate 
terms. An carnest of Japan's in- 
tention to return to the carlier| 
process of co-operation with Powers| 
represented in the Far East may be| 
discerned in Mr, Sato's guarded but 
encouraging reference to the hope| 
of re-establishing Anglo-Japanese| 
understanding.

garded as anything more than a) 
diplomatic fiction. ‘The baneful 
activities of the Comintern in med- 
dling with the internal affairs of| 
nations which are technically on 
terms of friendship with the Rus- 
sian Government constitute a prob-| 
Tem of international importance. 
‘They are quite inconsistent with 
the professions by which Moscow 
asserts solleitude for world peace 
and incidentally with the declared 
policy which has lately evoked a 
drastic “purge” of the Communist 
Party in Russia. ‘The charge against 
M, Trotsky and his followers has 
been based on their alleged 
adherence to the now discarded 
determination {0 stir up “world| 
yevolution”” by direct action within| 
foreign countries, M. Stalin's de- 
clarations limit the Soviet Govern-| 
ment’s efforts to the confines of| 
Russian territory, although they do| 
not explicitly repudiate the hope 
that the Communist doctrine may| 
of its own accord spread throughout 
the world and bring about changes 
which would accrue frém_ their 
adoption. The Comintern does. 
more than encourage this aspira- 
tion; it carries on an unceasing war 
‘of propaganda, intrigue and con- 
spiracy designed to subvert  the| 
bases of foreign governments and 
thus forelbly ereate the conditions| 
suitable to revolution. This is an 
affront to international comity and 











is largely responsible for the 
dangerous courses into which 
socalled fascist states have been 
driven, 

‘Mr. Sato's general attitude of co- 
operation attunes with the recent 
declarations of his predecessor in 
office but it goes further in implying 
‘that the “three point” programme 
will be examined before definitely. 
accepting it as the future basis of 
Japanese policy. ‘That programme, 
it may be recalled, has received 
varying interpretations. As actual 
ly defined by its author, Mr. Kenki 
Hirota, in Sept, 1935 it sought|

Joint Sino-Japanese measures 
for the effective prevention of 
the spread of Communism in the 
northern part of China 
Economie co-operation and the sup- 
pression of anti-Japanese pro- 
paganda in China found subsequent 
mention in developing this policy. 
It is obvious that, in the light of 
events since Mr. Hirota made his' 
statement, reconsideration of its 
relevance to the modified policy 
now apparently enunciated in 
Tokyo is essential. Not that it 
necessarily is generally Inconsistent 
with the new adjustment of rela- 
tionships which both governments 
show themselves willing to con- 
sider, but in definition it lacks the 
sense of equality of status now 
perceived to be fundamentally im- 
portant to a successful rapproche- 
ment, Mr, Sato is virtually echoing 
some of the Ideas of the Shidehara 
policy which was overthrown by. the 
‘Manchurian incident of Sept. 1931 
‘and all that followed in its train. In 
China and elsewhere gratifieation at 
that welcome revival will be strongly. 
tinged with diffidence pending con- 
erete evidence of Tokyo's ability to| 
restore the direction of Japan's 
policy in China to the unquestioned 
control of the Foreign Office. The | 
divagations of Japanese military’ 
spokesmen, supported by the opera~ 
tions of the Kwantung Army, have 
Intely been less conspicuous, but 
their fruit is still apparent in North 
China and beyond. ‘This reserva 
tion is imperative, The interests of| 
Far Eastern peace are well served 
by Mr. Sato's admirable statement 
but that gain will not be con- 
solidated unless clear-eyed recogni- 
tion of the full implications of past 
actions is preserved. Dr. Wang| 
Chung-wui has given a dignified 
‘exposition of China's method of ap- 
proach to the task of cementing, 
Sino-Japanese friendship. It re- 
quires frankness in defining the| 
mood of Japan's response. Mr. Sato| 
has made an excellent beginninj 
erserverance in that vein of 
thought will deserve to meet with 
with cordial reinforcement by all 
who are solicitous for the smooth 
development of international re- 
lalionships in the Far East. 











A BASIC FLAW 


March 11. 
Mr, Adrian Moreing put his fnger| 
on the basic flaw in Shanghai's 
present machinery for restor 
confidence and economic stability 
when he drew the attention of the 
House of Commons to the grave 
diMeulties “now experienced by 
landlords here in dealing with de- 
faulting tenants. On the ability of 
the Courts to uphold the contract 
between landlord and tenant must 
depend the value of property and 
consequently the liquidity of the 
mortgage as a means of supplying 
credit, apart altogether from the 
defects in the mortgage law to 
which Mr. J. J. Paterson pointedly 
referred in addressing the share- 
holders of the Hongkong & Shanghai 
Banking Corporation last_month. 
Mr. Paterson then recognized that 
legal anomalies governing the rights 
of landlords as against tenants 
required “straightening out.” He 
emphasized, too, that Chinese no 
ess than ‘foreign interests were 
concerned in this matter which 
therefore urgently demanded re- 
medial action at the hands of the 
appropriate authorities. It is highly 
satisfactory to learn from Viscount 
Cranborne’s reply to Mr. Moreing, 
that the British Ambassador has 
been asked fo submit a report on 
this specific aspect of the problem. 
Nor is it irrelevant to observe that 
the Chinese Government itself has 
shown a sense of the disabilities 
suffered by landlords, otherwise 
their own municipal ' authorities 
here would not have been em-

The 
problem has engaged the close 
Attention of responsible interests in 
Shanghai and it is hoped that, be- 
fore long, such weighty representa- 
tion may’ be made to the Govern- 
ment that the required remedies 
may be applied.

General Hayashi depends in 
no small degree on the benevolent, 
support of industrialists and bankers 
who are in close sympathy with the 
politicians’ demand for a proper 
control of the militarists, It is 
probable therefore that the Kodama 
Mission will not blindly accept the 
prescription provided by militarist 
interpretation of the Hirota policy, 
especially as Mr. Sato himself—with 
General Hayashi's implicit approval 
—has frankly demanded latitude in 
endorsing its “three points.” First 
things, Nanking may say, must 
‘come first. Political issues have to 
be clarified before economic prob- 
lems can be pressed to solution, 
r, putting it in another way, it ix 
inconsistent with the principle of 
equality that economic proposals 
should be based on the conditional 
rectification of breaches of China's 
sovereignty. Nor docs it seem 
consonant with Japan's dignity to 
claim that support which should 
never have been given to the smug- 
glers of the North cannot be with= 
drawn unless China adopts a down- 
ward revision of her tariff, This 
flagrantly would infringe her tariff 
autonomy guaranteed to her by 
solemn treaty, It is conceivable

of course, exclusively the concern 
of Japan and China, as they 
dovelop the admirable purpose of 
ending an unsatisfactory impasse. 
It comes within the purview of out- 
side commentary only in so far as 
it has to be taken into account in 
assessing the possible trend of 
the discussions which the Kodama 
Mission is expected to initiate on 
its arrival at Nanking. Everyone 
interested in the stabilization of 
Far Eastern affairs will wish the 
Mission success, but it would be 
doing no service to either party if 
the essentials of a permanent and 
practicable agreement were glossed 
over or if vital principles of in- 
ternational comity were treated as 
negligible.

Great Britain in particular 
‘must always. value her responsi 
bility for Mahomedan welfare, not 
only as the inheritor of the Mogul 
Empire but also because, from the 
right bank of the Indus within her 
Indian Dominion, there stretches to

NAVY ESTIMATES 
‘Merch 13. 

‘The speech by Sir Samuel Hoare, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, when 
Introducing this year's." Navy; 
Estimates in the House of Commons| 
on Wednesday, is the most gratify 
ing reading that has been provided| 
for many-a long day. . For some! 
years the process of slowing down! 
fon new construction as much as 
possible had been adopted with the| 
object of relieving the current 
year's Estimates at the expense of| 
Subsequent years. ‘That was al 
practice which was never satis 
factory and was bound to bring a 
reckoning some day. . Tl was a 
‘matter for considerabic satisfaction’ 
that last year the practice was 
‘abandoned, though, of course, now 
the bill has to be paid. ‘The picture 
in those past years was not" a 
pleasant one and in the past two 
years endeavours have been made 
to remedy. the deficiencies whieh 
‘were giving the naval experts much 
reason for concern. Now what 
‘would normally be the work of ten 
years is being telescoped into two. 
0 that. Britain by that time will 
have regained some of that strenath| 
of which she purposely deprived| 
herself after the Great War in the 
hope that the other nations of the! 
world. would follow her example. 
Te must ever be a matter of resret 
that.they did not’ do s0, but now 
that they have adopted the doctrine 
that the only way to ensure peace| 
fs. to be adequately nreparcd. for 
war, the leaders .of Great Britaio| 
could be criminaily stupid it, they 
Teft-any breaches in their defences, 
or, by a continuation of that self- 
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imposed” weakness,” modined’ the| 
‘great influence tor peace which she 
has always sought to wield. Great 
Britain has not been Iamentably 
‘weak, but the deficiencies in her 
strength were such that she was not 
the Influential Power she ought to 
have been during some of the 
crises which have. arisen during 
past years, Now, by the repeated 
declarations of British statesmen, 
the world at large is informed that 
such a state of affairs is no longer| 
to be tolerated, and that Britain's| 
voice in the, catise of peace—and it 
fs evident that peace depends 
entirely upon the’ fullest provisions 
for self-defence—shall regain some 
of its old strength. 

Sir Samuct's insisterice that there 
would be no rivalry between Great 
Britain and the United States in 
naval matters, and that there could 
be no race with Germany in naval 
armaments is most reassuring. At 
the same time this. particular’ ref- 
erence may be significant by the 
inferences to be drawn from his 
‘omissions. ‘There will undoubtedly | 
bbe some foreign criticism of the 
programme which makes it possible 
that 148 new vessels for the British 
navy will be under construction by 
the end of the year. But. the 
admission made by Herr Hitler, that 
each individual nation must be 
its own best judge of what it 
needs for its own protection, must 
necessarily apply in this instance. 
Were Great Britain a comparatively 
small nation with a corresponding- 
ly small coastline the programme to| 
which the Britain is now being, 
asked to commit itselt might be 
considered as unwarrantably large. 
But when the peculiar situation of 
the British Isles are taken into ac~ 
count, their dependence upon the 
mercantile marine for its food sup- 
plies, and the great distances be- 
{ween the various component parts 
of the British Commonwealth, it 
‘ill still be contended by some that, 
until the British navy has been. 
brought up to its former strength, 
the margin of defence will always 
be thin. ‘The “fear has been ex- 
pressed that all this hurried pre- 
paration by Britain is in itself an 
incitement to war and that. hostili- 
les are brought all the nearer by 
the possibility that some nation or| 
other will strike before she is| 
‘equipped along the lines which have| 
now been decided upon, ‘Too much 
weight need not be given to that. 
That the possibility docs exist is 
unhappily, only too true, but the 
chance of any nation “getting away 
with it” is even now so. small that 
the gamble involved does not ap- 
pear to be worth while. 

It is also pleasant to note that the 
‘Admiralty in solecting designs for 
the new ships has applied all that 
they gained by the experiences of 
the Great War and subsequent ex- 
perimentation to the work which 
they are now arranging to put in| 
hand. A flect of 148 vessels of all 
lasses, the very last word in naval 
design, is a formidable addition to! 
any navy, Sir Samuel Hoare's re- 
mark that the navy was caught in 
a transition stage in 1914 seems to 
be borne out by the memory of 
some of the events in the naval 
history of the War. The Admiralty 
has now had seventecn years in 
which to develop counter-action to 
the new forms of attack which 
emerged during the period from| 
1914 to 1918, and those others 
which have been invented since, 
so that the new vessels may be 
confidently expected to provide 
‘adequate answer to all the latest 
developments. in marine and aerial 
warfare. Yet, while the greatest 
satisfaction will be felt that the! 
nation has af last been awakened 
to the peril in which the peace of 
the world now stands, it. is with 
rogrot that the expenditure of so 
much wealth for the purpose of| 
destruction has come to be con- 
sidered imperatively necessary. It 
is a tragic fact that during the past 
few years and in. the near future 
a sum which eannot be very far 
from £10,000,000,000 has been or is 
being spent in rearmament. It is 
almost impossible to imagine the 
good that might have been done 
hhad that money been used for the 
improvement of the lot of suffering 
humanity. But speculation con- 
cerning the benefits that a diversion 
of so huge a sum to gentler pur- 
poses than. war would bring to 
mankind, is of no avail in this day 
and. age.. So many, nations of the 
world have condemned themselves 
to the preparation for_and con- 
templation of. war, that Britons can 
‘only feel relieved that, great though 
the sacrifice must be, their country

NEW FRENCH LOAN

‘The statement that one of the 
chief reasons for the coming flota 
tion of.the French Defence Loan is 
‘to bring about the repatriation of 
capital, is an interesting indication 
‘as to the extent of the meaning of 
the words “national defence” and 
‘the Important. ramifcations which 
they “represent, Prior to. the 
devaluation of the franc a large 
amount of French capital went 
broad for the purpose of being: 
relmported when the - currency 
change was effected, thereby mak- 
ing a profit for the manipulator. 
Devaluation was attended by dis. 
appointing results, due in part 
Teast to the confiseation of the 
profit secured ‘by repatriation of 
capital. This measure may be sald 
to embody a political principle and 
to be approved on moral. grounds, 
but when put into force Its justice 
is found 10 be equivocal; the im- 
possibility of penalizing all. pro- 
Mteers made the penalising of the 
few an injustice. On the other 
hand the return of funds after 
devaluation to Holland and Switzer~ 
and suggests that the same pheno- 
enon may be witnessed in the case

Tt may come a 
that France Is 
‘Quickly again raising a loan after the 
very recent negotiation of the £40, 
(000,000 credit with Great Britain, 
But that operation proved to be a 
‘success, even though there was re~ 
fret that France should find hersel| 
under the necessity of borrowing 
abroad again, and the terms of the 
Toan were generally accepted a3 
satisfactory. Tt. is. reasonable to 
Suppose that this fact encouraged 
the French Government to embark 
‘on this new loan, reported to be in 
the neighbourhood of ten miltiards 
‘of francs in order to bring back 
Into France much capital which still 
remains expatriated, 

Had it not been for the goveri= 
‘ment's policy of taking the profit 
out of repatriation, and the general 
Tack of confidence ‘which then 
existed as to the immediate fnah- 
ial future, it is more than likely’ 
{hat there would have been no need 
to have gone abroad for the money 
found in Britain. ‘The loan obtained 
there was at the time looked upon 
a8 a stop-gap to enable the French 
government to Took round, con- 
folidate the advances which have 
been made in other spheres, and 
‘tis ultimately effect an improve- 
ment in. the fnaneial situation, 
Everywhere, except in the realm of 
finance, optimism existed a month 
ago. Tidustry, while’ not booming, 
Was recovering rapidly, in spite of 
heavy. increases in manufacturing 
costs consequent upoh higher wages, 
paid “holidays and the forty-hous 
‘week, though these by increasing 
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purchasing power will in the 
ultimate event assist towards re- 
covery. The decision to issue this 
Internal loan may, therefore, be 
taken as an indication that’ the 
French Government believes that, 
18 a result of its change in policy, 
yn atmosphere. favourable to. its 
success has been created, Whether 
‘M. Blum's estimate of the position 
{s'a true one or not will be seen in 
the course of the next few days, 
though the indications are that his 
optimism wil be justifed. It 
must be remembered however, that 
much of the recent flight of capital 
from France was due to rumours 
that the government intended 
devaluing the Frane to its lower 
legal limit of Frs, 112, That has 
been strenuously denied on a num- 
ber of occasions, but the fact that 
the Government’ can and might do 
s0, undoubtedly has the effect of 
inducing those, who already have 
their money abroad, to keep it there 
{in view of the greater profit which 
would be mado if indeed the 
devaluation eventually was adopted. 

‘A great deal depends upon 
whether the owners of exe 
patriated capital believe the govern- 
ments assurances, and there Is 
something to be sald for the con- 
tention that the nation’s interests 
in this matter would best be served 
by peuging the franc at the lower 
level simultaneously with the flota- 
tion ‘of the loan, ‘The uncertainty 
created by the rumours would be 
eradicated once and for all, apart 
from any of the other benefits 
which supporters of this step never 
fail to emphasize, such as an in- 
erease in the influx of foreign 
visitors to the benefit of of those In 
duistrics which eater to thelr needs, 
and which for some years have 
been in none too good a way. In 
the deadlock with which M, Blum 
has been faced for some time past, 
where economic recovery has been 
wailing on the restoration of con 
Adence which, in its turn is itself 
wailing on the improvement, ‘M. 
Blum pleaded for patience. ‘That 
he was wise in doing so. is clear 
from the undoubted improvement 
‘which has taken place since’ he 
came into power. For example the 
Budget deflelt which rose between 
1930 and 1935 from £38,000,000 to 
£90,000,000, will, itis estimated for 
the ‘present year be reduced to

VERSATILE POLICEMAN 
Viscount Halifax’ authoritative ap- 
preciation of the Indian situation was 
‘given to the East India Association 
as the introduction to an address by 
Professor John Coatman on the new 
Constitution which comes into force 
fn British India on April 1.

‘During his police service he 
took eave and, entering “Pembroke 
College Oxford, graduated with first 
class honours in Philosophy, Polities 
and Economies as well as winning the 
Beit Prize. Having thus won -aca- 
demic os ‘well as military distine- 
tion he plunged into press work as 
Director of Public Information at 
Delhi and Simla, in succession to 
Professor L. F, Rushbrook Williams, 
‘that post he sat in the Legislative 
Assembly and later became Secretary 
fo the Liberal Delegation at the 
Round Table Conferences on the Con- 
stitutional problem. For four years 
(from 1930 to 1934) he was the frst 
Professor of Imperial Economie Rela- 
tions at London University. Mr. 
Coatman is still more than two years 
short of his fiftieth birthday, so his 
already well-packed career has every 
Prospect of expansion. His blull 
Girect manner of speech and sturdy 
downrightness preserve him from the

Gen. Sung Che-yuan’s Masterly Inactivity: Situation 
Resembles Armed Truce

Peiping, Mar. 6. 
Politically things have ‘been very 
qulet here in the North of late, TWwo| 
different and opposite explanations 
fre offered for the present calm, 
Some. believe that the easing-up of 
‘the situation’ is an actual fact ond 
not ‘merely camouflage, and that 
political pressure really has been 
Yelaxed, owing to the political situa 
lon’ in’ Japan. It 1s supposed that 
in exchange for the passing of the 
huge budget which will entall. tre- 
mendous sacrifices on all classes the 
army has agreed to give up its 
‘aggressive policy in China, which has 
anyhow not only proved ‘itselt com= 
paratively Unsuccessful, but, worse 
Ul, has been enormously” costly.

Succession Law Promulgated 

In the brief organic law of Man-

March 1, 1994, the first paragraph 
states. that succession to the throne| 
‘will be. provided for by” special 
enactment.” This month. after a de- 
ley of three years, the Suceession| 
Law was promulgated. 

‘Since the Emperor has no children, 
the Heir Presumptive is his brother, 
Pu Chich. 

Not long before the law was pub- 
lished, announcement was made that| 
Pu Chich, through the good offices| 
of the War Department, hed become| 
engaged to Miss Saga, grand-daughter | 
of a Marquis and a Japanese marriage| 
was predicted several years ago—at| 
first for the Emperor, later for his| 
brother, and the announcement oc-| 
censioned little wonderment, In the| 
event of the present helr presump | 
tive falling to survive the Emperor, 
‘and also leaving no sons, the succes 
sion would pass on to uncles and 
cousins of the Emperor, eventually| 
bringing the nearest male relative of| 
the Emperor to the throne. None of|

Amoy, Feb, 27. 

‘The Chinese New Year has come 
‘and gone leaving behind it more than 
{ls usual annual finanelal eatastrep- 
ts “usual annual financlal catas- 
trophies, Shops closed for the holl- 
day, all over the clty and many re- 
mained closed and four native ex- 
change banks ‘declared thelr in- 
solvency. Amoy had 80 such banks| 
two years ago: to-day it has less than 
40. As thore is no business in sliver, 
the new Chinese system of paper cur- 
reney has iilled these banks. ‘They 
had acted as go-betweens in the 
purchase of land and Jand-brokering, 
fand now since land has deprectated so| 
much In value the blater banks re- 
fuse to accept it as security. 

Bight large plece-goods shops failed 
to open and many more small ones. 
‘Two such firms, owned by Chang- 
chow, people, Tong established and 
well-known, ‘also closed their doors, 
‘One had Iiabilitles to the extent of 
'$200,000, ‘The most important failure, 
however, has been that of the Liok 
Hong Rice Mill, This Is the bianest 
riee mill In the surrounding district 
‘and was opened 25 years ago, shortly 
after the ‘Republic was established, 
‘The Initial eapltal was $6,000, Tt was 
the first. mill to use eleetriclty  as| 
motive power and had many branches. 
throughout Amoy and Kulangsu. 
During its prosperity, people 
clamoured to put money’ into the 
Dusiness and it began the dangerous 
systom of receiving money and pay- 
Ing Interest on funds deposited with It.

When- 
‘ever he found any teacher or student 
in the schools neglecting his work, 
however, he would kneel to persuade 
‘him untit the latter promised to be 
more, diligent and make up the work, 

‘The beggar educator died in 1800 
at the age of 63. Following his example, 
his grandson, Wu Chin-ting, is also 
Degging money in’ Shanting for 
‘educational purposes.

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WATER SHORTAGE IN 
SUTSIEN 


Physicians Fear Epidemic May’ 
Break Out 
Prost Oun Ows Comsroxsesr 


Sutsien, Ku, Mar. 6. 

‘This part of China is now suffering 
from a very severe drought. While 
no accurate metoorological records 
fre available, it is safe to say that 
the water supply is lower now than 
at any time in many years past, Most 
of the cities, towns and villages get 
‘water from ‘shallow wells, ponds or 
ditches, which in the ‘main are 
ary, and other wells are so low 
that the supply of water Is pititully 
Inadequate. People crowd round the 
wells, but they can draw up only 
4 little handful of water at a time, it 
$s a wellnigh hopeless underlalking 
fo Mll'a bucket. In some places, the 
waler must be carried from_a Tong 
Aaistance, 

In ense all other ourees fail, 
Sutsien is fortunate In being fairly 
hear the Grand Canal, whieh still has 
plenty of water for the people to 
use, ‘though not enough for satls- 
feclory navigation. The distance from 
the canal, however, to most parts of 
‘the clty Is so great that the price of 
canal water is prohibitive, and the 
ordinary people will not buy it ex- 
cept as a last resort, 

‘The usual source of supply is a 
Jake in the old bed of the Yellow 
River. ‘The river changed Its course 
from ‘this bed about 1852, but there 
4g a lake opposite Sutsien, which at 
this season of Whe year ‘should be 
about three or four deep. Now the 
lake has been dry for some months, 
and the water eoolles have dug. pits 
In the bottom of the river, ten oF 
Afteen feet deep. A small ‘quantity 
of liquid mud seeps Into these pits, 
‘and the coolles dip it,up with dippers 
into thelr buckets. ‘This slimy. sub- 
stance ig settled and used for water. 
Even with the precaution of boiling 
water for drinking, it will be strange 
if-some epidemic does not break out. 

As the spring is & dry season here, 
there Is no prospect of relief until 
ate June or July and unless unex- 
pected rains come soon, there will be 
terrible suffering 


Festlval Celebrated 


On the 15th day of the 1st Chinese 
month, immense crowds of people 
swarmed into the city from alt direc 
ons. Many processions came. in 
from neighbouring villages, carrying 
banners, animals made of’ paper oF 
cloth and alleged musieat instruments. 
In the main streets, all traMe was 
blocked for hours by the multitudes, 
‘Of course there were no vehicles of 
‘any kind, even pedestrians could not 
make thelr way along the streets, For 
Instance, a school teacher attempted 
to go home for lunch at noon, but 
‘was unable to reach his home; at last 
ho bought some food at a restaurant 
and returned to school. 

‘Those crowds should afford 
materia) for an interesting study. in 
‘gregarious aspects of psychology. Why 
do they come? How do they manag 
fo enjoy Ik? The so-calle 
fainment furnished by | processions 
would hardly be suMcient to amu 
normal ten-year-old child, unles 
hhe was labouring under some sort of 
‘exeltement. Yet tens of thousands of 
people, of all ages and all degrees 
‘ot, intelligence, struggle with each 
other for standing room in the 
streets all day and part of the night; 
fand seem to be under the impression 
that they are having a good time. 
No doubt the main attraction -is the 
crowd itself. If the streets wore al- 
‘most deserted, perhaps there would 
be little pleasure in watching the 
processions. 

One unusual feature of the cele- 
bration was the absence of idols in 
the processions. ‘The civil officials 
had Issued proclamations, forbidding 
the carrying of idols, on’ the ground 
that such superstitious practices are 
legrading to the people. It should 
be Interesting to observe the develop- 
ment of this idea in the future. 


‘Troops Return to Barracks 


During the disturbance at Sian, the 
soldiers who had been stationed at 
Sutslen were moved elsewhere. Now 
they have returned, and it Is to be 
hoped that they will resume thelr 
road bullding and other public works. 
‘They have a fine reputation for hard 
work and good behaviour, 

For some time past, this section of 
country has been rather quiet and 
peaceful, free from the danger of 
Targe robber bands and kidnappers. 
Occasionally “robbers. try operations 
fon a small scale, but such attempts 
fre not always successful. Some days 
since, a bank messenger was in a 
town’ west of Sutsien, carrying $20. 
Four robbers set upon him, robbed 
‘him and apparently tried to kill him. 
He recognized the robbers and gave 
thelr names to the officers, but after 
a short time, he died trom ‘the effects 
‘of his Injuries. It Is reported that 
all of these robbers were captured 
‘and sent to some higher court, where 
they will probably be sentenced to 
death.

Kidnap Large Number of 
Residents 
‘Prost Oem Own Consesronsect 


Harbin, Feb. 28. 

Of the many incidents ‘which have 
lately occupied the attention of the 
muilitary authorities fs the attack by 
about 200 outlaws on Tungyuan, 
situated on the Sungarl, near the 
better known town of ‘Chiamussu. 
Though exact details of the raid on 
the town have not been obtainable, 
Chinese residents of the district state 
that the attack ‘was sudden and 
totally unexpected, the attackers 
setting fire to many houses and loot- 
ing in every direction. 

Information of the attack having 
beer: sent to the nearest military and 
lice stations, punitive squads went | 
quickly to render assistance, and 
fatter several hours fighting, ‘drove 
‘Off the outlaws. “It is reported that 
00 to 70 residents of the town were 
taken captive, among them being 
‘tout twenty Japanese and three or 
four Harbin merchants. It is most 
tunusual for such attacks to be made 
‘at this time of the year, before the 
trees can give cover. 

Machine guns were used by the 
marauders, ‘the firing being heard 
some distance away. This. attack, 
following the seizure of a transport 
on the river and the murder of 
thirteen Japanese, who were survey- 
Ing in North Manchoukuo gives the 
Impression that the anti-Japanese 
delachments are working more boldly 
thon ‘they have done for many, 
months. 

Rise in Commodity Prices 

‘The prices of clothing, foodstutts 
and other daily necessities continue 
to rise, while there is no sign of any 
increase in waxes or salaries to com- 
pensate for the increased cost of 
iving. AMl cafes and restaurants are 
rolsing thelr prices, the popular 
Topanese sake having’ gone up 10 per 
‘cent. owing to the imported price 
from Japan having been raised ¥. 4.50 
‘The Changchun “Shinkyo 
says that although sake 
con hardly be called a necessity, it 
points out, and with some reason, 
that “there are not a few people 
‘ariong the poorly-pald who would be 
more affected By the rise of sake than 
anything else because they are the 
very people who take up drinking to 
kilt the pressing melancholia in these 
difficult ‘time 

Commencing to-morrow the new’ 
agreement between the Manchurian 
‘Telephone Company and the Seishin 
Post Offlee will come into force, and 
this will enable conversations to be 
held with the Korean seaport from 
‘any town in Manchoukuo where there 
Is a telephone station. ‘This will be 
‘a great convenience to merchants who 
‘are shipping goods vid Seishin, or are 
Fecelving goods through that port, 
specially in the matter’ of beans ex:

Produce Statistics 

Staple produce carried over the 
‘Tumen-Chiamussu and the Hsinking- 
Tumen Lines to the North Chosen 
ports reached 300,814 tons. between 
April 1, 1996, to January 20 this year, 
‘only 86,000 tons less than the esti- 
‘mated, 400,000 tons for the business 
year starting April 1, 1996 and ending 
‘on March 31, 1037, 

‘Judging from the current daily 
preduse shipment, amounting to 3,000 
corloads, total traffic may exceed by

‘The cash value per_mow of the! 
chief crops runs from $10 to $20 per 
mow per annum, with peanuts the 
best paying crop. ‘Transportation of 
grain to the nearest city costs 85 cents 
per 100 catties, It is carried by 
donkeys, owing to the bad rosds. 
Railway’ rates are prohibitive. 

‘The community is as_yet_unin~ 
fuenced by the fine Government 
agricultural’ station near this city. 
‘Mails come once in every five days, 
‘The ‘maximum land tax is 30 cents 
per mow. 

‘More Favourable Pleture 

‘These conditions may not indicate 
progress, but there is a brighter side 
to the picture, Absentee landlords 
fare few and 76 per cent, of the 
farmers own the land, which they 
cultivate, while the pao-chia system 
fs working efficiently. ‘Though a few 
years ago robber bands were 
humerous and the people lived in 
terror of their lives, bandits have 
been put down and law and order 
now prevails, Taxes are no longer 
paid years in advance and squecze 
has been largely eliminated, Every 
family and individual has been re- 
istered, It ls commonly said that al- 
though last year’s crops were largely 
failures owing to the floods, and 
though the people are able io af- 
ford wheat flour, yet not more than 
‘Ave per cent. really go hungry or are 
undernourished, 

‘The little church situated in the 
‘centre of this section, under survey, 
{s showing remarkable vitality, as a 
result of many years growth, ‘While 
the estimated percentage of illiteracy 
for the whole population is 95 per 
cent, for men and 99 per cent, for 
women, the actual illiteraey among 
the ‘church membership ig less th 
30 per cent, though one third of the 
membership’ consists of people over 
60 years Of age. ‘The church is self 
Boverning and is rapidly becoming 
self-supporting. A number of mem: 
ders contribute one tenth of their 
incomes to religious and philanthropic 
‘causes, 

‘This church is housed in what wi 
formerly the largest temple in this 
‘section. The priests sold it some 
Years ogo, and it has been renovated 
fand makes a fine church and school. 
‘The four-year government school in 
this, the largest market town, enrols 
20 pupils with one teacher. Tuition 
Is free. ‘The church school enrolls 60 
children in six grades with three 
teachers and charges tuition from §2 
to $8 per year, 

‘Some ago. the mission 
hospitals, 30 miles distant, operated 
a semi-weekly clinic in the church 
nan effort to stamp out the deadly 
Kala Azar, ‘The church has little in 
the way of a social programme, 
which leaves much to be, however, 
desired.

MIAO TRIBESMEN SEE) 
FIRST MOTOR CAR 


Hunan Highway Dependent 
on Thelr Approval 
Prost On Own Commronoaxt 


._ Hankow, Mar. 1. 

Miao tribésmen of Hunan are as 
‘skeptical as the proverbial Ameri 
cans from cording to Chi- 
nese engineers Just arrived here after 
completion of a new highway through 
Miao country. 

It seems that in March, 1936, when 
surveyers were laying out the route 
for a road to link’ the Changsha- 
Chungking and Changsha-Kuelyang 
highways in western Hunan, they 
came upon a tribe of Miaos in the 
mountains. The engineers offered to 
urehase the land for a highway with 
Paper currency, but the tribesmen 
had heard of neither roads nor bank- 
notes. : 

‘After examining the paper money 
carefully, the tribe elders asked what 
they were worth. One surveyor ex- 
plained in Chinese that a green piece 
of paper was worth 25 cattles of rice, 
while a red one would buy only one 
‘fifth as much. ‘Then the chlefs asked 
how the paper was made, and the 
printing press was explained to them. 
‘The chiefs held a meeting, and decid- 
ed that if the engineers had an extra 
money-making machine along with 
them, they would prefer a machine 
Instetd of the green and red paper. 
nflation seems to be a tribal In= 
stinet). 

No Pig in a Poke 

After a week's negotiation the 
chiefs were "satisfied that the en- 
@ineers would bring goods which 
could be bought with the Paper, but 
‘rst they insisted that a short sireteh 
of highway be bullt at the edge of 
the village as a sample, to make sure 
that nothing evil could come from 
the strange idea of a flat stone sur- 
face. ‘They had never seen a wagon 
‘or wheelbarrow or wheeled instru 
ment of any kind, much less a road 
for it {o Tun on. 

‘Finally the road was commenced 
from the north and south simultane 
ously, and as the construction work 
‘approached the Miao territory, the 
tribesmen became frightened from 
rumours of a black cage that roared 
like thunder and flew like the wind 
‘along the flat surface that was going 
to pass thelr village. Engineers in- 
vited the chiefs to travel 40 li to the 
nearest roadhead, and see for them- 
selves what a harmless creature the 
‘motor car Is.” The chiefs would have 
none of it, and threatened that, un- 
Tess a cor were t to thelr 
village immediately, and explained (0 
them, they would aitack the workers. 

‘The engineers had no alternative 
but to hire 36 coolles to pull, push 
‘nd carry a light European car over 
40 It of rough hill country, right into 
the Miao village, where the chiefs sat

Statement by New Foreign 


Minister in House of Peers: 


Negotiations May Start Afresh 


‘Tokyo, Mar. 8. 

Sympathy and appreciation ‘of 
China's aspiration for equality. with 
forelgn powers was expressed to-day 
by the Foreign Minister, Mr, Naotake 
Sato, In his "malden” speech before 
the House of Peers. 

‘Warmly applauded by the Cham- 
ber, Mr, Sato called for the re- 
opening of Sino-Japanese negotiations 
“in a spirit af equality and reelpro- 
clt 

“It Is, necessary." he declared, “to 
begin the negotiations afresh, to 
break the present deadlock, and to 
eonduet the negotiations in 'a heart 
to-heart fashion.” 

‘Turning to Anglo-Sapanese  rela- 
tons, Mr. Sato sald that despite the 
Government's desire to maintain 
felondly relations with Great Britain, 
“there has regrettably been a larxe 
number” of clashes” between the 
economle and commercial interests of 
the two nations.’

STRANGE and tense city within a

barricaded a large complex of Chinese houses abutting three Muni- 
cipal Roads—Yu Yuen Road, Tifeng Road and Bubbling Well Road.

are within the now barricaded settlement and thus several hundred 
persons are affected by the sudden reprisal of the S.M.C., whose 
officials say that no rate has been paid in the last quarter.

agvinst the defaulting tenants, or against other such defaulters in 


other localities, were contemplated by the Council.

City Government's Protest 

A vorbal protest has been lodged 
with the Shanghal Municipal Counelt 
declared Mr, 0. K, Yul, Secretary: 
General of the ‘City Government of 
Greater Shanghai, in an interview 
with a ropresentaiive of the Central 
News Agency yesterday. 

Mr. Yul expressed profound regret 
‘that this drastic measure shculd have 
been taken at this moment when both 
the Chinese and Settlement authorities 
have Just signified their readiness to 
solve the disputo regarding the extrs 
‘Settlement roads, 

‘This knotty question, he said, has 
boon at a standstill for many years 
‘due to the opposition of the Japanese 
members of the Couneil. A’ detailed 
‘account of this matter was given by 
Mr. H. B. Arnhold, Chairman of the 
Councit, in a report made at_ the 
‘annual meeting of the Chinese Rate- 
payers’ Association last year. During 
hig recent conferences with Mr. 
Arnhold and Mr. Stirling Fessender 
Sceretary-General, hopes were ex- 
pressed that the ponding issue would 
be settled within reasonable !imits, he 
added. 

“Upon the receipt of the report or 
the ineldent," Mr. Yui continued, 
was instructed verbally to protest to 
the Settlement authorities over this 
Inappropriate step and to persuade 
them to reconsider the matier, s0 that 
the situation “might not affect the

TOTAL saving of $475,300 is represented in the preliminary 

estimates of ordinary expenditure for the Volunteer Corps. 
Fire Brigade and Police Force submitted by the Watch Committee 
to the Shanghai Municipal Couneil for approval of their submission 
to the Finance Committee, according to a statement issued on March 


9. 


In the case of all three departments there were decreases 


in the ordinary expenditure as compared with the corresponding 
figures for 1936, the saving being as follows: Shanghai Volunteer 
Corps $88,710, Fire Brigade $224,350, and Police Force $162,240. 


In regard to the Shanghal Volun- 
teer Corps, the Treasurer and Con 
troller summarized the requirements

Municipal Advocate Reports 
on Prosceution 


‘The Municipal Advocate states in 
tne report. for February that 6880 
gases were prosecuted in the 
Shanghai First Special Area District 
Court and the Kinngsu High Court 
Second Branch, during February, a: 
‘compared with’ 0,802 in Jonuary, 

‘Out of the total number of cases 
prosecuted 5237 were administrative 
fant 1,043 eriminat eases. Out of the 
total number of administrative cases 
brought to trial, 3,158 persons failed 
to appear ond ‘thelr ball was con- 
fiecated, while 62 cases were with- 
drawn, ag compared with 5,704 eases, 
lw which bail was confiscated and 24 
withdrawn in January. "Two thou- 
send and seventeen administrative 
eases were prosecuted to completion, 
out of which number 2012 persons 
were convieled and five acquitted. 
‘Twenty-six eriminal eases were with- 
drawn and 1,617 prosecuted to com- 
ppietion, out of which number 1,490 
peisons were convicted and 127 ‘ac- 
quitted. 

‘The total number of administrative 
‘and criminal eases prosecuted to com~ 
pletion was 3,034, as compared 
with 4149 In January 'Three 
thousand, five hundred and two per~ 
sons were convicted and 132 acquitted,

FISH TO STOCK FUKIEN STREAMS SHIPPED 


rin fish were shipped on March 10 in the ss, Talyuan 
“Amoy. where they. are destined. {9 stock the streams. of Pukien, The

they were ansported, 





Nursed by never-ceasing care, the 
last cargo of live fish for the present 
season was shipped down the China 
Const on Mar. 10 on the decks of the! 
$3, Talyuan. "Thousands of the tiny 
diver and black Mandarin Fish are 
fon their way to stock the streams 
back of Amoy from Klukiang and 
Quinsan. * 

‘These fish comprise one of the 
quecrest but most. enterprising type 
of cargo at present being carried in 
the China Coast trade. Five huge 
kongs each containing seven tons of 
fresh water were filled with ish 
after being transported from. river 
boats. The fish were poured into the 
ongs by means of ‘buckets, Each 
bucket was filled to capacity and be- 
‘tween thirty and forty” buckel-loads 
were poured into cach of the five 
kongs, or large wooden barrels stand- 
Ing about six fect in height and about 
four feet in diameter. 

As soon as the fish were in the 
kongs, coolles began the motion 
whieh will be perpetual until the 
‘Talyuan arrives in Amoy. It is 
necessary, In order to preserve the 
lives of the fish, to keep the water 
aerated, For this reason the coolles 
keep constantly churning the water 
by ‘means of wooden blocks which 
move vertically in the water. In 
each ong there are two such blocks, 
each of which is attached to a lever 
operated by a coolie, 

‘All the way down the coast the 
‘operator must keep moving the lever 
back and forth steadily, nevet stop- 
ing for a minute. He can sit on 
‘2 high stool and move the lever with 
his hands or, for a change, get up 
‘on top of the Kongs and operate the 
lover with his feet. 

On the toad, one lever operat-| 
ed "the blocks ‘for three kongs 
‘and another lever saw to the oxygen 
supply of the live eargo in the other 
two Kongs, set on the opposite side 
of the deck. It is a long terious 
grind for the human aeraters because 
only four of them are carried with 
2 shipment of the fish and between 
them'they must keep the show going 
ff they do not wish to arrive with 
| dead cargo. ‘The season for ship- 
ping the fth'from the Yangtze River 
down to Amoy lasts only about two 
months of the year. 

‘When coast vessels carrying such a 
cargo arrive in Amoy, numerous 
sampans go alvgside the ship and 
the tricky jol ot unloading the fish 
begins. ‘The fish are scooped out 
of the kong: in bucket-loads and 
‘dumped into the sampans the bottoms 
‘of which are filled with fresh water.

‘Thousands of Tiny Mandarins Taken from Shanghai

‘The fish swim freely in the bottom 
fof the sampans as they are carried 
Uup the streams to their new homes. 

In being carried from thelr native 
streams (9 new waters, many of the 
fish die, float to the surface of the

thoy lasted from § pam: to 10.20 pm. 

"The areas used inthe exorcise, 
which included the practice of the 
Dallalion, communication, supplies 
‘and transport, were the Pootoo, Gor- 
‘don Road, Bubbling Well and’ Sinza 
districts.

Dutles Fulfitea 

In a written statement to the press

Although Mischa Elma 
famous violinist, prefers to play 
musle by the. ‘classieal - composers 
rather than by the modern school, he 
docs not scorn such a modern con 
venience as a zip fastener for keep- 
Ing his Stradivarius tightly locked in 
MS ase, Cheeful” and full of te, 
‘Mr. Elman chatted gaily about dance 
musie, (against which ke holds no 
Prejudices), Chinese music, modern 
violinists, ‘and chess, one of his 
favourite reereations, in an Interview 
with the “North-China Herald” at 
the Cathay Hotel on March 14. Dance: 
‘musle he excuses on the grounds that 
‘anything which makes people happy 
is justifiable, "Tam only interested 
in the happiness of the huinan being”, 
he sald, and the fact that he is able 
to give’ this happiness in a diferent 

f enter Into the question. 

‘“jazz", however, should 
slek to jazz, and not attempt to play 
‘lassleal musle, 

As far as Chinese mesle 1s con 
cerned, Mr. Elman considers that It 
is hard for a foreigner to get a real 
‘emotional reaction to It, but the many 
hundreds of Chinese who were now 
interesting themselves in Western 
‘music, should be able to give form 
to thelr own native musie. Mr. Elman 
sald that the Chinese had made great 
progress during the last ‘Afty years 
ag regards the appreciation of 
Western musie. 

‘Youthful Forgetfutness 

With a (winkle in his eye, Mtr. 
Biman. recalled an oceasion many 
yours ago, when, at the age of five, 
he made hig rst public appearance. 
Ho was to play before a group of 
felonds at the palace of a. Russian 
countess. ‘The journey from his own 
hhome occupied two hours, and on 
Arrival at the palace, It was found 
that he hod left his bow, one quarter 
size, behind at his house. As. there 
was not another of this size available, 
the select audience had to wait two 
hours white the little bow was pro: 

‘The delay put back his re 
eital practically into the small hours 
of the morning.

Mr, Elman explained why he kept 
practically exclusively to the elassieal 
Composers ag distinct from the mod- 
‘ern school. “E don't honestly think 
that the modems have written any: 
thing worth while,” he sald, 
rate, not So far as the violin is con- 
corned. ‘The violin, you must re= 
‘momber, Is the instrument which 
most closely resembles the human 
voice. It can't stand discords, It hax 
fo have real melody, and only thet 
does it show Its true’ value, Modern 
‘composers are trying to use the vio- 
fin Just af a unit in an orchestra, and 
the Instrument never. really stands 
‘out in thelr compositions.” * 

As far 98 violinists themselves are 
concerned, Mr. Elman thinks that the 
standard is much ‘higher to-day’ than 
‘ever before, and it is more dimieult 
to get to the top as a result. ‘The 
possibilities of the violin had been 
‘SIL but exhausted, apart from a very 
fow violinists. This high standard. 
towards which violinists had been 
progressing for generations, would be 
kept up as long as the violin retained 
ts" present form. “It. is Ue only 
instrument that has gone through no 
changes or modifications.” sald Mr.

‘The third section, Mr. Kung said. 
takes care of the transportation of 
‘ll raw materials for conservancy 
Purposes. At important points along, 
the river such as at the Yellow River 
ridge in Shantung and at Lanfeni 
in Honan, depots will be established 
where large quantities “of building 
and repairing materials will be held 
ready to be rushed to any point, 
whenever necessary. | The projected 
railway between Lanfeng and Tong- 
ou in central Honan, upon its com- 
viietion, will also be piaced under the 
transportation section. 

‘The training of all able-bodied 
civilians “and” soldiers in districts 
watered by the Yellow River in the 
technique of “repairing dykes and 
doing other types of river defence 
work, forms the task of the fourth 
‘and last section under the new river 
defence department, 

Mr. Kung was pleased with the 
gradual concentration in the hands of 
the Yellow River Conservaney. Com- 
ruission all powers which until re- 
cently were shared by the provincial 
authorities, for this new unity, made 
pestible by the transfer to the com- 
niission of river bureaux’ in Honan 
and Shantung, promises to expedite 
matters considerably, especially in 
Umes of emergency.

During the past week the attention 
of the Russian community wos at- 
tracted by the statement of Mr, P. T. 
‘Tsao, Director of the People’s ‘Train 
Ing. ‘and Movement. of the Speclal 
Kuomintang District, to the effect that 
Chinese authorities are working on a 
plan to limit the number of Russians 
entering China, It is hoped in this 
way (0 slem the Influx of Russians. 
from Harbin, ‘The reason for this. 
restriction is alleged to be the 
susplefous activity of certain Rus- 
sins in South China; although what 
his activity Js, and who these 
Russians are, so far remains un~ 
known, 

‘The great majority of Russians 
who during the last few years emi- 
grated from Harbin to Shanghai, did 
80 for the simple reason that ‘with 
the altered conditions In Manchuria 
Ht became inereasingly diffeult for 
them to find work, ‘They were lured 
to Shanghai by the prospect of better 
positions. ‘The number of these men 
Who had to leave Harbin for political 
reasons Ig meagre; and even they, a8 
far os we know, offer no danger to 
the authorities, 

Chinese official circles are likewise 
contemplating an increase in the cost 
of passports ond visés, and concern- 
Ing this move there should, in the 
very near future, be a formal an- 
nouncement from the Bureau of 
Public Safety, through the Emigrant 
Committee and the United Ruslan 
Association” (SORO), ‘The Russian 
colony Is somewhat disturbed by these 
developments, but feols certain that 
thoy will not be charged more than 
other forelgners in China who possess 
no extraterritorial rights, as that 
would be unjust, considering the fact 
that Russians are, after all, less secure 
materially, 

According to Dr. Hung Chi-wen, 
Chief of the Second Division of the 
Bureau of Public Safety, to register 
Wi hencoforth cost $3 and a pass- 
port for travel out of China (which, 
by the way, will be valid for one 
year only) will cost $4.

As’ to. miscellaneous 
commodities, ‘this group rose by 2.3 
per cent. owing in some cases to 
heavier export demand, as for veget~

Comparing raw materials with 
manufactured goods, the former has 
lsen oven more rapidly than the 
fatter, the Increases for the two 
geups amounting to 31 per cent.

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CHINA DEFINITELY ON WAY TO RECOVERY 


Joint Reserve Board Reports Upward Trend of Business: 
Banks Consolidate Strength: Annual Meeting 


DDPFINITE signs of recovery in economie conditions in China 
and the maintenance of the stability of national currency in 
spite of political uncertainties and uneasiness were emphasized 
in the report of the Joint Reserve Board of the Shanghai Bankers 
Association and of its Bankers Acceptance House for the year 
ended December ‘31, 1936, delivered by Mr. Perey Chu, Manager, 
at the annual meeting held at the Shanghai Bankers Association 
Building, 59 Hongkong Road on March 10 at which Mr. Li Ming, 
Chairman, presided. : 

‘Mr. Chu reported that the heavy increase in the volume of 
bank clearings provided convincing evidence of the upward trend 
of business, and member banks, following a policy of cautious 
conservatism, made remarkable progress during the year consolidat- 
ing their strength and increasing the liquidity of reserves. 

He further reported with satisfaction that all measures under- 
taken by the Board since its inauguration five years ago, which 
included the introduction of a Joint Reserve System and sub- 
sequently the establishment of a Clearing House had been com- 
pletely and effectively put into operation with the co-operation 
of member banks. At the conclusion of the meeting, the follow- 
ing were re-elected members of the Executive Committee for the 
year 1937—38: Mr. Li Ming, Chairman; Mr. Tsu-yee Pei, Mr.

assistants and apprentices and it was 
suggested that purchases. of modern 
Chinese books for the Publle Library 
should in future follow the. same 
general lines. Approximately 37 per 
cent, of the books purchased for the 
Liang-Tsal Library were classified as 
Uterature Cneluding fiction), 27 per 
cent. social Sciences, 12 per cont. 
general, 12 per cont. natural selences 
‘and the balance as applied. selences, 
philosophy, arts and music, history 
‘and geography, and. religion. There 
was little demand for classical books, 

‘Members were informed that the 
heading General connoted text books 
‘of general literary interest from the 
professional point’ of view, such as 
Books on Library Science and Jour- 
nallsm,

What might have bec a test ease 
involving the trial of & Spanish 
citizen by a Chinese “Court failed 
fon March 8 when the Spaniard failed 
to altznd the hearing. On March 2, 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs an- 
‘nounced in ‘Nanking that In view of 
the present “absence of Spanish 
diplomatic and consular representa 
tion in China, the Chinese Govern 
ment had dteided to assume juriedic- 
tion over all Spanish nationals in 
China, A mumber ot cases invotye 
ing Spaniards are now pending in 
the Chinese Courts, . 
‘The ease took the form of! 
8 civil action brought by a Mr. 
. K. Michael, a Greek, against Mr. 
5. A. Valles, 3 local Spanish citizen, 
‘and ‘was set for hearing In the First 
Special District “Court at 9 am, 
‘on March 8. When the hour for’ 
the hearing ‘arrived, the plaintiff, 
‘his counsel, the judge, and all the 
urt officials were there, but Mr. 
Valles was an absentee. The hear- 























ing, after a short discussion, was 
postponed to March 18. 
Mr. Ngai ‘Tehen-ling. of the law 


‘oflce of Mt. Paul Primet, appeared 
plaintif’s counsel, and told the 
Court that his client’ had brought 
the action against ‘Mr. "Valles in 
accordance with the recent edict of 
the Ministry of Justice to the various 
‘courts, the Chinese Government hav- 
Ing decided to assume full jurisdie- 
ion, for the time boing at 1east, 
over all Spanish citizens. 

Spain has had no consular_or 
diplomatic representation in China 
since Senor Julio Larracoechea, act- 
ing Consul-General for Shanghai and 
concurrently Charge d’Affaires re- 
sigmed towards the ond of last 
October. “Prior to this, Senor Justo 
Garrio y Gisneros, Spanish Minister 
to China for many years, and Senor 
Muniz, Sceretary” of the Spanish 
Legation, both sent their resignations 
to Madrid and offered their allegi- 
‘nce to the insurgent junta at Burgos, 
‘A message from Madrid on October 
4, 1990, “sald that Senor “Garrido y 
Cisneros had “been removed from 
the ‘rolls of the ‘diplomatic corps, 
‘with the loss of alt diplomatie rights? 
Since then, no attzmpt hasbeen 
nade to sécure Spanish consular or 
diplomatic representation in China.

CARRY” POLICY 


US. People Determined Not to Become Embroiled in 
Foreign War: Self-Blockade Theory 


Frost Ou Own Coancsrowoexr 


‘Washington, Feb. 6. 

‘The assumption Is_general in the 
United States that a European war Is 
Inevitable in a few years time. ‘That 
velng so. the alm’ of United Stat 
Congressmen. is to enact legislation 
which will keep the United States 
from becoming involved. To accom~ 
plish that end Congress is prepared 
fo abandon the old doctrine of 
“neutral rights," give up the tradl- 
tlonal theory of the Freedom of the 
Seas and withdraw national protec 
tlon from those Americans who 
atiempt to trade in wartime with 
belligerent countries. ‘The word 
“neutrality” is used to describe these 
‘ideas, but Congress is not concerned 
with’ the dictionary definition of 
neutrality, that is to say not taking 
sides inn squabble, she fs concerned 
with “security,” with the problem of 
preventing those already squabbling 
from dragging Ker in on one side or 
the other. 

"in_addition to abandoning neutral 
rights as part of the necessary, 
of security, the United States is also 
prepared to abandon a more recent 
conception implicit in the Kellons 
Pact, Mr. Cordell Hull's predecessor 
at the Siate Department, Mr. Henry 
‘Stimson, deserlbed the Kellogg pact 
Jn these’ words; “Hereafter when two 
nations engage in armed conflict 
either one or both of them must be 
wrong-doers, violators of this general 
treaty law.” We no longer draw a 
elrele about them and treat them 
with the punctiliog of the dueltist’s 
code, Instead we denounce them as 
Iawbreakers. 

Circle Round the United States 

‘The only elrcle which Congress now 
contemplates drawing is one round 
the United States, and while the pos- 
sibility that one nation might be less 
responsible for war than another can~ 
not be denied entirely, it ts argued 
that moral responsibility has nothing 
to-do with the United States, ‘The 
United States has no concern in’ mora} 
judgments, sho has no. business in 
trying to’ prevent a war before It 
breaks out or attempting to settle it 
after It has started, Her sole concern 
fs keoping herself out of trouble, She 
4s not hor brother’s keeper. 

Senator Key Pittman, Chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee, 
Dlandly remarked on the subject of 
neutrality leeislation, “We sympathize 
with the weak, but It is better for us 
that they suffer than that our citizens 
be dragged Into war unnecessarily. 
‘We cannot be deterred by the effect 
of our domestic. action upon any 
Bolligerent."” Leaders of American, 
opinion, owing to the sincerity of 
thelr conviction that America should 
stay out of war and maintain com: 
plete Isolation, do their best to offset 
the sentimental and moral feclings of 
thelr countrymen by insisting first 
that all foreign wars are highly re~ 
greltable and secondly that the United 
States was deluded into entering the 
Iast-war by munition makers and 
others anxlous to make thelr profits 
sate, 

‘Munition Makers Investigated 

Senator Nye was so convinced that 
munition makers had dragged 
‘America into the last war that he 
called a Congressional. investigation 
into being to prove it, His committee 
uncovered some disereditable side- 
ghts In the munitions trade, but the 
thesis that-munitlon makers pushed 
the United States into the war could 
‘only be believed by those who had 
not read the evidence. 

“There are many conflleting views 
held in and ut, of Congress on this 
subject of neutrality, Isolation or 
securlty, whatever name be applied 
to It, but there are certain axiomatic 
‘assumptions. In the frst place the 
object is not to stop wars or prevent 
wars, but to keep the United States 
out of wars—one might almost say 
out of the 1038 European War, The 
second neutrality axiom is that in 
applying appropriate measures to 
Keep the United States within its 
chatmed elrele no discrimination shall 
be shown, All warring countries 
must be treated alike, ‘The United 
States will have nothing to do with 
this League conception of bringing 
pressure to bear on an aggressor. 
MWhat. Ig truth," asked Pilate as he 
washed his hands of a great moral 
Issue. “What 1s aggresston” asks the 
‘United States, dismissing another great 
moral issue because of its complexity. 


‘Mr, Hull's Thesls 

A year ago only when the neutrality 
question was being discussed the two 
most active schools of thought were 
‘those who wished to keep the United 
States out of war by a self-imposed 
blockade and those who wished to ald 
‘the ‘League under the gulse of 
neutrality, Sald Mr. Cordell Hull on 






































November 8, 1935—"In_ summary, 
while our primary alm should be to| 
avoid involvement in other peoples| 
dimeulties and hence to lessen our| 
chanees of belng drawn into a war,| 
we should, on appropriate occasions | 
‘and within reasonable bounds, vse our | 
Influence towards the prevention of| 
war and miseries that attend and 
follow in its wake. For after all. if 
peace obtains. problems  regarding| 
neutrality will not arise.” 

In advaneing the dangerous doctrine 
that a good way to keep out of war! 
‘would be to see that no wars took 
place the Secretary of State was not| 
acting with quite the temerity which 
‘might be supposed. He was in fact 
following a consistent line of thought| 
which had dominated the State De- 
partment since the time of the| 
Kellogg Pact and had been re-| 
enforced by President Roosevelt him- 
self both personally and through the| 
mouth of Mr, Norman Davis at| 
Geneva, 

‘An enthusiastic editorial writer! 
shortly after Mr. Davis had explained| 
the American disarmament proposals 
wrote—"any shreds of America’s 
Isolation policy which remained atter| 
President Roosevelt's peace appeal to| 
all nations were removed by th 
‘American declaration at Geneva. 
‘There may be a few Americans who| 
sUlll believe in the ostrich policy of| 
isolation, But thelr number cannot| 
be large” ‘To-day the ostriches havo| 
triumphed. ‘The same editorial writer 
continues, “Under the old policy of 
fgolation ‘we sat by powerless and 
idle while Europe made a war which 
sucked us In, Under the new policy| 
we propose to co-operate In prevent 
ing War and promise in event of war| 
that we shall not take a position that} 
will ald the aggressor.” 

‘The shreds of America’s isolation 
policy have now been patched and| 
repaired and form a large sized wind-| 
Ing sheet. The whole object of| 
present endeavour is Isolation and the: 
only matter which is being debated, 
Is how It can best be secured. 

Mandatory or Discretionary 

‘A. great deal has been spoken of 
the “difference between mandatory’ 
and discretionary neutrality legisla-| 
tion. When this issue was first 
Introduced into\ the discussion  the| 
discretion which the President 
was to be given applied to the 
countries against’ whom measures! 
were to be taken, Since the day's of 
the Kellogg Pact the State Depart- 
‘ment had striven for an embargo| 
polley which would not have to be in- 
Voked against both or all belligerent. | 

Now that the embargo legislation 
hhag been broadened into neutrality 
legislation the State Department has| 
thrown up its hands. Tt accepts the| 
doctrine that any measures taken| 
against belligerents must be universal. 
‘The outlaw nation and the League 
powers hunting the outlaw must, be| 
treated alike. As a matter of fact] 
the possibility of all League nations| 
‘uniting against one or more dis 
obedient nations and using force to| 
‘compel them to behave Is considered 
too remote to merit attention. In 
‘American eyes the League, as a world 
policeman, Is éonsidered io be dead. 

‘The oniy discretion which Con- 
ress is prepared to allow the Pre- 
Sident Is" discretion in ascertaining 
fact, All agree that Congress cannot| 
lay ‘down in detail the elrcumstances| 
which would justify the name “war.” 
‘Tho President must therefore be al-' 
lowed to decide when war exists and 
when elvil strife has reached a stage| 
which must be described as war. 
‘Once he has made his decision and 
proclaimed that war exists within any. 
eountry or between countries certain’ 
Provisions must be applied automati 
cally. 

‘There is dispute over these pro- 
vislons but on some there Is general 
‘agreement. No Congressman objects 
to an embargo being laid upon arms| 
‘and implements of war, nor a ban 
being placed upon loans to. bel-| 
ligerents, nor to n warning that trade | 
with: belligerents or travel on bel-| 
Tigerent vessels is conducted at the| 
trader's or the traveller's own risk. 
‘The dispute is over measures which 
should be taken beyond this.

Several, architectural designs for 
neutrality’s halfway house have been 
submitted, The two most important 
‘are the “cash and earry" plan and the.

Experts of the State Depariment 
‘who have been studying the plan, 
howover, object to it strongly on the 
Srounds that lt would be far too com~ 
plicated and dimcult to enforce. It 
would require for example the alloca- 
tion ‘of. production quotas and the 
freezing of industrial production. 
‘Therefore the Secretary {s now look- 
ing with more favour on the alterna- 
tive “eash and carry” plan. 








pping Slogan 

‘The slogan “eash and carry” Is| 
taken from the American shopping 
‘world and means “no deliveries made 
and no credit given.”

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THE MOSCOW TRIAL. 


By Tunasyitus 


I have just finished reading the 
verbatim ‘report of the trial of 
Pyatakov, Radek and the rest of 
tie sevenieon men recently charged 
with high treason, ete., before the 
Military Collegium of the Supreme 
Court of the USSR. That almost 
600 pages of an English. transla~ 
tion of the shorthand notes could 
hhave been printed, bound and sent 
to Shanghai in the space between 
the conclusion of the trial on 
January 30 and the beginning of 
last weok speaks volumes for’ the 
eMciency of those responsible for 
the production of this very interest~ 
Ing document. It is very well pro- 
duced and shows every evidence of 
careful editing. 

But the dificult task of perusing 
so long a report has left me just 
as cynieal with regard to the whole 
affair as T was in reading the brief 
daily necounts carried by the news 
‘agencies during the trial itself. ‘Let 
there be no mistake about it, if the 
accused were indeed guilty ‘of the 
crimes alleged against them, if the 
‘method of investigation and trial 
‘were not open to so much suspicion, 
there would not be the slightest 
doubt that the men richly deserved 
the sentences meted out to them, 
the law of Soviet Russia being what 
Its. But then they all deserved it, 
and one of the preliminary doubts 
that arises is why such an arch 
traitor as Radek escaped with his 
life, while Pyatakov, who is certain 
ly ho worse an offender, and the 
twelve ‘others were made’to forfeit 
their lives. 





That this statement is correct fs 
proved by the remarks of the 
Prosecutor, Vyshinsky who in one 
of his tirades says:— 

Such workers for merit for 
‘Trotskylsm, 1 would call them, as 
Pyatakov, "Radek, Drobnis,  Sere- 
‘biyakoy "and Boguslavsky, cam 
ouflaged themselves, resorted to 
blackmail, cheated thelr own people 
‘and others. Only In a miliew such

Arnolds, Strolovs and Hrasches, 
Radek, Arnold, Sokolnikov and 
Strollov escape death, but Pyatakov 
and the others die under the fire of 
machine gun. ‘There seems to be 
44 capriciousness about the ultimate 
execution of the law which throws 
about the whole proceedings that 
cloud of suspicion which it is so 
dimeult to remove. 





‘These seventeen men after weeks 
of preliminary investigation during 
which they are alleged to have 
broken down and confessed their 
crimes so hideous in the eyes of the 
prosecution, eventually are brought| 
to trial, From this point we must| 
forget the Anglo-Saxon ideas of the 
Vindleatlon of justico and consider: 
the methods of the Moscow Court. 
It Is all very different. A lengthy 
indictment, ‘setting forth much of 
what has been given in testimony 
in the preliminary Investigation and 
winding up with a formal charge is 
read over to the accused. ‘They are 
eed if they plead guilty, and un- 
animously they reply that they do. 
‘A person accused of murder in 
England, and admitting his gullt, 
has been sentenced to death in a 
few minutes. But from January 23 
to January 30, seven long days, the 
Court holds an investigation ‘into 
the charges which have been 
admitted. “For a whole week the 
defendants under Interrogation 
giibly admit thelr guilt. ‘They 
rarely, if ever deny anything alleged 
against them by the Prosecutor. 
Indeed they compete with them- 
selves in blackening thelr own 
reputations in the eyes of their 
countrymen, Radek so widely ex- 
tends his plea of guilty that he 
makes himself admit criminal acts 
of which he did not know. The 
necessary amount: of corroboration 
by witnesses {s introduced. And 
then the Prosecutor Vyshinsky gets 
in some deadly work. 
“This trial,” says he, shortly after 
opening his ‘final speech, “has re 














vealed and proved the stupla 
obstinacy, the reptile cold-blooded- 
ness, the’ cool ealeulation of pro- 
fessional criminals with which the 
‘Trotskyite bandits nave been wag- 
ing _thelr “struggle against "the 
USSR. They stuck at nothing— 
neither wrecking, nor diversions, 
nor esplonage, nor terrorism nor’ 
‘treason to their country. 

‘When several months ago, in this 
very hall, in this very dock, the| 
members of theso-called Trotskylte- 
Zinovievite terrorist centre were’ 
sitting: when the Supreme Court, 
represented by the Military Col- 
legium, was trying those criminals, 
all of us listened to the story of 
thelr crimes that unfolded itself 
Uke a nightmare scene before us, 
with horror and revulsion. 

Every honest man in our country, 
every honest man in every country’ 
in the world could not then but! 
say: o 

‘This is a abyss of degradation! 

‘This is the limit, the last boundary 
‘of moral and poliileal decay! 

‘This 1s the diabolical infinitude of 
crime! 

‘Every honest son of our country 
thought to himself: such hideous 
crimes cannot be repeated. There 
‘cannot be in our country any more 
people who have fallen so low and| 
who have so despicably betrayed us. 

‘But now we are again overcome 
with sentiments that we felt not 
Tong ago. Once again across our| 
anxious and wrathful vision pass| 
frightful scenes of monstrous crime, 
‘of monstrous treachery, and mon-| 
strous treason, 

‘That's good hot stuff calculated to 
sway any Jury. But there is none. 
He Is addressing a Court composed 
of three jurists not likely to be 
swayed by his eloquence if they 
had to make any decision as to the 
accused's guilt, a task of which the 
defendants themselves had kindly 
relieved them, 





M. Vyshinsky then proceeds to| 
deal with the accused ad seriatim: 
‘This investigation has proved that 
Radek, Pyatakoy ond thelr ac-| 
complices started and carried on| 
hegollations with forelgn aggressors, 
with thelr representatives, in anti-| 
lpation of military ald trom them, 
‘and promising them varlous econo: 
mic ‘and. political advantages, In 
cluding the surrender of paris of 
the Soviet territory. The tralters| 
were ready for everything, even for| 
selling thelr native land. They| 
conspired to commit the blackest 
treason: they sank lower than the| 
worst Dentkinltes or Kolchakites.| 
‘The worst Denikinites and Kolcha- 
kites were superior to these traitors. 
‘The worst Denikinites, Kolehakites 
and Milyukovites did’ not sink so 
Tow ag these Trotskylte Judases who| 
sold their native land for 30 pieces| 
Of silver, and these counterfeit who 
tried to place, our country in 
bondage to forelgn capital. ‘These: 
are facts,” ‘The investigation has| 
established them and no one ean] 
controvert them, 


fe might have added that the de- 
fendants had admitted them, but 
perhaps that was not necessary.

ing circumstances to be advanced 
fon behalf of the accused, and re-| 
ferring to those killed and wounded | 
in the acts of terrorism alleged

"I am not the only accuser! 
Comrade Judges 1 feel that by my’ 
side stand the victims of the erlmes| 

son crutches, 
and perhaps| 
Tegless, ‘Itke Comrade Nagovitsina, 
the, siwiicrsirl at Chusovacaya 
Slatlon, who appealed tome through 
the “Pravda” to-day, and who, at 
20 years of age, lost both her legs 
in averting a train disaster 
organized by these people! T do not 
stand here alone! “1 feel that by 
my side here stand the murdered| 
and maimed vietims of these fright. 
ful crimes, demanding of me. as 
Stale Prosecutor that I press. the 
charge on all pointst 

T do not stand here alone! The 
vietims may be in their graves, 
but I feel they are standing here| 
beside me, pointing at. the. dock, 
at you, accused, with their mutilated| 
‘arms which have mouldered in the 
graves to which you have sent 
therm. 

Tam not the only accuser! T am 
Jolned in my accusation by the 
whole of our people. I accuse 
these heinous erlminals who deserve 
‘only. one punishment—shooting by 
death. 
































‘When what was done in the way 
of murdering and maiming people 





is recalled, M. Vyshinsky seems to 


be more than a little put’ out: by| 
the’ crimes of ‘the defendants, but 
then it is to be supposed that the|

‘mazurs must of necessity prevail. 

‘Most of the defendants walve the’ 
right to speak in thelr own defence. 
Of what avall? What defence can 
they possibly put up? Counsel for 
some of them address the Court, 
‘but M. Vyshinsky does not even 
deign to reply to their arguments. 
‘He knows that the trial is progress-| 
Ing toward its inevitable end. 

‘Then come the last pleas of the| 
accused, Starting with Pyatakov| 
they beat thelr breasts and shout in 
fan ever increasing crescendo “mea 
eulpa, mea mazima culpal’ 

Pyatakov:—I am too keenly con- 

selous of my crime, and 1 do| 
not venture to ask for clemency, 
T will not even make bold to) 
ask for mercy 

In a few hours you will pass| 
sentence. “And here I stand be-| 
fore you in filth, erushed by my’ 
‘own crimes, bereft of every- 
thing by my own fault, a man, 
who has lost his party, who has. 
no friends, who has’ lost his 
family, who has lost his. very, 
‘self, 





Radek:—We cannot, nor can I ask 
for clemency, we have no right 
to it. And T will say—there is 
no pride here; what pride can 
there be?—that we do not neod, 
clemency. 

Sokolnikov:—I do not doubt the 
fairness, the absolute Imparll- 
ality ‘of the Supreme Court 
of the Union, T think that 
everything of an extenuating. 
character, everything that 
speaks of clemency that may be 
found in my own case or in the 
cate of others will be welghed 
by the Court, I therefore ‘will 
not mention anything thet. {t 
seems to me speaks in favour 
‘of clemency........ 

But as regards the general 
responsibility of the accused 
and not their individual respon- 
sibility I repeat that I think 
that the ‘Trotskyite vrganiza- 
Hon, that ‘Trotskylsm self Is 
dead, has come to be hated by. 
the masses, has been buried and 
cannot rise again, “I think that 
this circumstance perhaps may 
bbe regarded os a reason. for 
clemency and through the Court 
to our whole people for whose 
forgiveness I publicly plead, 

‘And so through tho long lst of 

accused. Some appeal for mercy 

that they may try and make some| 
amends for the crimes they have 
committed, others ask it it is pos- 
sible to be saved trom a shameful 
death. Shestov has only one desire, 

‘to stand with the same calmness 

fon the place of my execution and 

with my blood wash away the stain 
of a traditor to my country.’ 

‘The sorry tale of recantation pro-' 
ceeds until 7.15 pm. on January 
29, when the Court adjourns. 

At 3 am. the next day the Court! 
reassembles. Most think that there 
will be only one judgment—death| 
for all the accused. The finding is 
read. Thirteen of them are to die. 
Radek, Sokolnikow, Arnold and 
Stroilov escape with terms of im- 
prisonment. A very few hours 
later thirteen ‘men fall before the 
rattle of a machine gun, four go to| 
prison to expunge their crimes by| 
years of suffering. 

One is glad that some of them 

did not die. But, nevertheless it is 

dimMcult to see from the record why 

any of them escaped. Why did 

they? Why did all the accused 

confess s0 readily? Why did they 
pile more and more guilt upon 
themselves? Why was the trial 

‘ever held at all? Not all who are 

arrested and executed pass on thelr 

way to death through the Courts, 

These questions may never be 

‘answered, though there will always, 

remain the uncomfortable suspicion 

that all was not so clean and above 
board a8 this lengthy verbatim re- 
port would have the reader believe. 

It is all so amazingly glib,

Apparently quite a I¢ 
nate aspiration and this. party ts. a 
growing factor in the Land’ of the 
Lamas, It has no standing or paid 
army but boasts of a strong ‘and 
well trained militia who will answer 
the nation’s call at any time” and 
under any elveumstance, This young 
Nationalist party, which is not too 
ympathotic towards the lama and his 
reams, still is a minor, however, in 
@ country governed by’ priests and 
where the wealth of the State is in 
the hands of powerful and influential 
Jamas.

KWANGSI EXPERIMENT PROMISING 


Militia Turning Peasants Into Good Citizens : 
Regimentation of People for Peace and War 





‘A. political experiment is being 
carried out in  Kwangsi_ province 


‘which may easily affect the whole of 
the future government of China, 
‘This is the formation and training of 
2 provincial militia which includes 
hot only military preparation for a 
possible war, but also a mobilization 
Of the civilian population in all de- 
partments to meet the same even- 
Nuaulty. 

‘Why’ this experiment should have 
been originated in Kwangsi—a prov- 
nee lacking in resourees and unable 
to pay for any large military pre- 
parsulons—is not altogether» clea 
Except that its immediate. ruler 
Generals Li Tsung-Jen and Pei Tsung: 
hs, are both militarily minded and 
Inelined to preserve the provincial 
government ‘In a state of semi- 
Sutonomy. Nethertheless they have 
cultivated an idea which may yet 
bear fruit in other parts of the coun- 
ry and have an unexpected influence 
upon future developments in govern 
ment. 

‘Tho militia of Kwangsi is not of 
the same nature and not for the 
same purpose as the militios with 
which ‘Chinese history and acquaint 
nee with other parts of the country 
have made most people familiar. 
‘The Kwangs! militia is differently 
organized. It may briefly be described 
fs a training school for collective or 
community fe, In introducing i 
its sponsors have made its aims 
lea 











‘go Meet Modern Demands 

General Li Tsung-jen" said in 
regard to it: “The word militia 1s 
hot a new term; nor is its organiza 
tion ‘a novel undertaking, but the 
militia of Kwangst is organized to 
meet the demands of modern times, 
{is nature and system of organization, 
therefore, are different from those of 
the militias of other places and other 
times. Its alm begins with the re- 
construction of Kwangsi and ends 
‘with the rejuvenation of China, As 
@ member of the community, the 
miltia man's mission is to preserve 
order in his home town or village;

“Article 11 of the ‘Outline Plan for 
the Construction of the Province of 
Kwangsl" reads: “To organize and 
train the people of the whole prov- 
ince with the prevailing regulations 
applied to the militia; to cultivate 
thelr powers of self-protection, self- 
‘support, and self-government, through 
which the foundations of true poll- 
tial democracy may be Isid. 

“Such is the highest political ideal 
6f the militia movement in Kwangsi." 

‘A slightly more detailed account of 
the objectives of the movement is 
ftiven by General Pel Tsung-hsl. He 

: “Our decision to train the 
militia was arrived at as carly as 
1990. To train the students and to 
bring the people of the whole prov- 
ince under organization, that we may 
be prepared for the great crisis of 
the next world war. “Our sim and 
purpose in training the militia are 
that, politically, they may be cap- 
able of self-government; economical. 
ly, they may be capable of self 
support; and militarily, they may be 
‘able to defend themselves. It is only. 
when the people of the entire nation 
fare able to govern themselves, 10 
Support themselves, and to protect 
themselves that the Chinese race will 
bbe able to rise from the last struggle 
in the vortex of the next world war.” 


deat of All Government 

General Pei's vision of the plight 
of Kwangsi in the next war need not 
be taken too seriously. When and 
XE the next war breaks out, Kwang 
will probably be at the opposite pole 
o that round which the strife is 
raging. But nevertheless the Kwang 
si generals have sot as their aim the 
{deal of all government—self-support. 
self-defence, and self-government 
‘and the means by which they hope 
to arrive at their goal are worth 
examinatlor 

In organizing the Kyangsi militia, 
stress is laid ‘upon developing the 
strength of the lowest stratum, for 
Which reason the “village” or’ the 
“street” Gn the case of a town oF 
city) is taken as the unit.” A certain 
number of “village” or “street™ units 
form to make a “district” or “town” 
Unit. ‘The next targer unit is the 
“county” or “hsien.” ‘The hsiens 
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combine to form a “militia section.” 
‘The province is divided into eleven 
“militia section”, viz: Nanning, Wu 
chow, Yulin (Watlam), Sinchow, 
Liuchow, Hsingyuen, Kweltin, Pinglo, 
LungehoWw, Paisth and Tienpao, For 
each “militia section” there is estab- 
ished "a Sectional Command. All 
leven sections are under the super- 
vision of the highest provincial au- 
thorities, that uniform control may 
be achieved. 

‘The militia is classified Into the 
Regular Corps, the Emergency Corps, 
the Reserve Corps, and Public Em: 
ployee's Corps, 

‘The Regular Corps 1s subdivided 
into class A, B, and C troops. Class 
‘A troops consist of 90 men; Class B 
troops, 72; and Class C troops, 00. 

‘The training officers and. assistant 
oMcers are appointed by the Chiet 
‘Militia Command, to train the mill- 
Hla men in thelr respective localities, 

‘The Emergency Corps is made up 
of retired militia men from the 
Regulnr Corps, 

‘The Resérve Corps 

All able-bodied men between the 
ages of 18 and 45 who are not serv 
ing in the Regular Corps are called 
to serve in the Reserve Corps, to 
receive training in the respective 
localities of thelr domicile. Accord- 
Ing to regulations in foree, those be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 30. are 











admitted to the "A" troops. ‘Those 
between the ages of 31 and 
45, to the “B" troops, Each 


troop is commanded by a captain, 
with a group-captain to each district 
or town and a county-eaptain to com- 
mand the groups in a given county, 

‘The post of eaptaincy Is concurrent 
ly filled by the village “elder” or the 
chairman ‘of the street committee: 
that of the group-captaincy, by the 
istrict mayor; and that of the county 
captaincy, by ‘the county magistrate, 

‘The Public Employees’ Corps is 
composed of public employecs why 
have had previous military’ training. 

"The methods of training the militia 
have the advantage of introducing a 
certain amount of organization and 
iselpline into the masses, but have 
the serious disadvantage ‘of taking 
men who aro ill able” to” afford It 
‘away from thelr farms and land and 
foreing them (0 make ready for a 
‘war which may interest them not at 
all. In theory the methods are good; 
in’ practice, it is doubtful whether 
the discontent they arouse is worth 
the potential eMiciency they create, 

‘A training school for militia of- 
Acers, the Militia OMcers’ Training 
Academy, was established Jost Juno, 
to centralize the work of trainin 
those who will gulde the movement 
‘The present enrolment is 2757. The 
cadets are all recruited {rom senior 
‘and junior middie school graduates. 
‘Thes* are classified into three groups: 
senior middle school graduates, or 
those with the equivalent educational 
Standing, are admitted to Group 1; 
they are trained” for six months, 
Junior middle school graduates are 
tlassed as Group I, and receive ten 
months ° training. ' Junior middle 
School students who have comploted 
at least one year's study are put into
